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REMARKS 

In the Office Action dated June 3, 2004, the Examiner rejected claims 8, 9, 26 and 
31 as being anticipated by the prior art. Applicant respectfully objects the attempt to view 
retractable as being synonymus with being able to be withdrawn. However, to expedite 
issuance of the application, Applicant has amended claim 8 to further define retractable. Claim 
26 has been withdrawn. Claim 31 has been amended to define the annular groove as being 
recessed. While the prior art does not show an annular groove, it clearly lacks a recessed 
annular groove. Therefore claims 1-1 1, 16-18, 20, 21, 23-25 and 27-31 should be allowed.
